make them Indiſloluble, Theſe are the fincere 5entiments of His Royal 
Highncſs, to which Ldare not add any thing of mine 3 for how ardene ſo 
ever my Zea] may ve, and how profound the Veneration which I bear to 
Your Glorious Atchtevements; {think, I cannot better Expreſs, either 
than by a Silence full of Admiration. 
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
